To-day it Easter Sunday, the aunual 


festival at the ooDolaeion of Lent, in 
commemoration of the resurrection of 
oar Lord and Savior, Jesus Christ. 
There ii no trace of the ceiebratiou in 
tbe New Testament or in the writings 


. of tbe apostolic fathert. The celebra- 


tion ot the day doabtlen originated 
with the first Christians, who, being 
derived from, or intimately connected 
with the Jewish Ghnrob, naturally con- 
tin aed to observe the Jewish festivals, 
though in a new sprit, as commemora- 
tive of the events of which there had 
been the shadows. The Passover, en- 
nobled by the thonght of Christ, the 
tone Pasehal Lamb, the flrst.fraits of 
the dead, continued to be celebrated, 
and became the Christian Barter. 
That the haman instinct which every- 
one araves for the oomnemaration of 
marked epochs, in the personal, social, 
ecclesiastical or national life, found its 
legitimate gratification in the public 
celebration of the events which are the 
foundation of the Christian faith. 


A difference as to the time for the 


Observance of the festival, naturally 
•prang np between Christians 
of 


Jewish and Gentile descent, which led 
to a long-oontiaued and bitter contro- 
versy and an unhappy leveranoe ef 
Christian union. The diversity ot 
usage was gradually brought to an end 
by the verdict of the Pope of Borne. 
The Roman Christians adopted the 
ordinary Gentile usage, which, within 
certain limits, placed the observance 
of the crucifixion on a Friday, and that 
of the resurrection on the following 
Sunday. The verdict was received 
with favor at that time, and has since 
been adopted by the entire Christian 
world.1

That ig an excellent idea, 
but if in operation with the present 
Diogley law, the United States would 
be almost a free trade nation, as the 
articles monopolized by the trusts are 
about the only ones that are "pro- 
tected."

above a scale that is graduated to the 
most minute fractions, and a telescope, 
on an adjacent pillar, is used to read 
the fluctuations, which are too small to 
be discernible by the unassisted eye. A 
tiny mirror, as big as a dime, catches a 
beam of light more slender than the 
lead in a pencil and reflects it away to 
a sheet of slowly moving photographic 
paper, on which a permanent record la 
made. The arrangement of the apparatus 
is such that the movement of the mag- 
net is magnified many times in the rec- 
ord, in order to render the changes per- 
ceptible. 


There are three seta of instruments 


on duty in such an observatory. One 
•wings horizontally, like a mariner's 
compass. Another dips up and down. 
A third is designed to measure the in- 
tensity of the earth's magnetism, which 
ts a separate thing from the direction 
in which it acts. And so sensitive are 
they that their Headings are apt to be 
Interfered with by exceedingly trivial 
causes. It is customary for the superin- 
tendent to inscribe on the scroll "Visit- 
ors admitted," whenever such a breach 
of the regulations is permitted, so that 
if any abnormal fluctuation ia detected 
in the motion of the magnets a suspicion 
of its meaning will be excited in the 
mind of the scientist who afterward ex- 
amines the photographic trace. 


In spite of the delicacy of the appa- 


ratus, it may seem surprising to the lay 
mind that the passage of trolley cur- 
rents at a distance of many rods from 
the observatory should be able to affect 
tbe instruments within. Bnt they do, 
and it is impossible to separate in tbe 
record the variations produced by genu- 
ne changes in terrestrial magnetism 
from those which are caused by the 
trolley. Professor Bncker said a few 
days ago; "From all parts of the world 
we hear of observatories ruined or 
threatened by the invasion of the elec- 
trical engineer. Toronto and Washing- 
on have already succumbed, Potsdam, 
Pare St. Maur, Greenwich and Ksw are 
besieged, and the issue largely depends 
npon whether these great national ob- 
servatories can or cannot make good 
their defense." 


Although the practical service to 


mankind which ia rendered by institu- 
tions of this class is alone sufficient to 
justify their maintenance and to war- 
rant alarm as to their future, there are 
other questions involved which possess 
profound interest for the philosopher. 
We know that the earth is a magnet, 
but as yet no one is able to say what 
makes it so. The fundamental secret of 
terrestrial magnetism has not been 
solved. Then, too, there are various 
ahanges in direction which mark the 
behavior of the needle that remain to 
be explained. What influence is it tha* 
makes the needle swing to and fro to a 
microscopic extent every day? Why ia It 
that the diurnal awing ia greater in 
years of sun spot abundance than at the 
minimum stage of solar activity? Why 
do the indications of the needle differ 
la summer from those of winter? What 
is the key to the mystery of the long 
period movement that makes it neces- 
sary to reohart the situation? What 
causes tile convulsive behavior of the 
magnet* for a few hours or days when 
tbexe ia a great outbreak of sun spots? 
And ia there any relation between the 
weather and the fluctuations in the 
earth's magnetiimf There are theories 
on these subjects, bnt no generally ao> 
oepted doctrines, and the human mind 
is so constituted that it will not teat 
until further light is obtained.—NeW 
York Tribune.
